. To be successful, the petition 
must have the signatures of 218 
House members. Not until then 
Will the names be made public. 
.Only while the House is sitting 
can the signatures be affixed. 


The petition was filed Monday 


4-.by Chairman Emanuel Celler, 


JMf.Y., whose Judiciary Com- 
mittee approved the civil rights 
bill last Oct. 29 but hasn't been 
able to budge it out of the Rules 
Committee. Chairman Howard 
W. Smith, D-Va., has announced 
that the rules group would start 
hearings sometime in January. 


Celler said that wasn't defi- 


nite'enough. He suspected that 
Smith, a veteran force of civil 


<• rights measures, might prolong 


the hearings indefinitely. 


A rash of enthusiasm pro- 


duced 115 signers in the first 
hour of the House session Mon- 
day as Democratic liberals and 
a handful of Republicans lined 
up with pens in hand. Then bus- 
iness fell off and by the end of 
the day 131 signatures were on 
the petition.

Galvao defied the threat of ex- 


tradition to Portugal to appeal- 
before the U.N. trusteeship com- 
mittee and discuss his country' 
rule in its African territories. 
^ 'African members of the com- 
* mittee were incensed when Gal- 


vao, former governor of Angola, 
expressed doubts that Portu- 
guese Africa was ready for in- 
dependence and questioned whe- 
ther African unity moves would 
meet with success under present 
conditions. 


The 68-year-old former army 


captain also denounced Portu- 
gal's dictator, Premier Antonio 
f de Oliveira Salazar, but said 


Salazar could not be removed 
unless the United States, Britain 
and France stop supporting his 
regime. 


Committee Chairman Achkar 


Marof of Guinea warned Galvao 
to limit his remarks to Portu- 
gal's African territories of An- 
gola, Mozambique and Portu- 
guese Guinea. Marof interrupt- 
ed Galvao repeatedly when he 


w veered from the territories to 


African problems in general. 


Galvao was expected to take 


a plane tonight back to Brazil, 
where he has been a refugee 
since he and a band of rebels 
hijacked the Santa Maria in 1961. 


As he arrived by airliner in 


New York Monday, a represent- 
ative of the Portuguese Embas- 
sy in Washington called at the

Galvao's extradition to Lisbon. 
He faces a 22-year-sentence 
there, given him in absentia in 
connection with the seizure of 
the liner and the killing of an 
officer of the ship.

LA PAZ, Bolivia (AP) - A 


struggle between Bolivia's gov- 
ernment and Communist-led tin 
miners who hold four Americans 
and 17 others as hostages en- 
tered an ominous phase today. 


A 24-hour deadline set by the 


miners for the government to 
release two jailed Communist 
union leaders or "suffer the 
consequences" came and passed 
with no immediate word of de- 
velopments on either side. The 
government had given no indi- 
cation it would free the union 
leaders. 


Fears mounted for the safety 


of the hostages. 


The ultimatum did not spell 


out what the consequences might 
be, but observers recalled a sim- 
ilar crisis in 1949, when miners 
seized four American engineers, 
held them hostage briefly, then 
killed them.

Supreme Court let stand today 
a lower court decision that la- 
bor union members have wide 
latitude to engage in criticism 
of union officers. 


The high tribunal refused to 


review a ruling by the U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court in New York. This 
held that. 4hc -Lubor-lM:;nago 
ment Reporting and Disclosure 
Act bars unions from disciplin- 
ing members found guilty of 
slandering or libeling union of- 
ficers. 


In 1961, District Council 9 of 


the AFL-CIO Painters and Pa- 
perhangers Union found Solo- 
mon Salzhandler guilty of libel- 
ing an official of Local 442 by 
accusations 
concerning union 


funds. He was ordered removed 
from office as financial secre- 
tary and suspended from union 
affairs for five years. 


Appealing, Salzhandler won 


in the circuit court. It said Con- 
gress intended to protect the 
right of free speech of union 
members to a greater degree 
than it is protected in the U.S. 
Constitution. 
• The union appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, saying "few deci,- 
sions have so shocked the labor 
movement."

Young Singing Star Credits 
for Her Success Largely to 
Inspiration of Her Parents

NEW YORK (AP)-In a day 


when weeping over one's sad 
childhood and knocking one's 
parents is something of a na- 
tional pastime, Diahann Carroll 
is a refreshing surprise. 


This talented Negro singing 


star credits her success largely 
to the inspiration and 
faith 


shown by her father, a subway 
motorman, and her mother, a 
nurse who works with disturbed 
children. 


"I had an exceptionally happy 


childhood and very loving par- 
ents," she said. 


"What my parents had to give 


they gave —love and security 
and the feeling they were 100 
per cent behind me in anything 
I wanted to try. 


"That security they gave me 


in my early years built in me 
the confidence later to go out 
and knock down doors. I never 
let setbacks throw me into a de- 
pression. 


"When I think now of all the 


things my father and mother 
did for me when I was too 
young to appreciate them. I get 
excited about them 
all over 


again." 


Miss Carroll paused then at a 


memory, and shook lier head in 
regret. 


"My mother used to say, 'All 


we ask is that you get a college 
education.' And the one thing 
they wanted of me I never did 
do .1 never finished college." 


Diahann started singing at 6, 


at 10 won a Metropolitan Opera 
scholarship. She was studying 
sociology at New York Univer- 
sity when she quit to appear in 
an all-Negro revue. 


The revue never got off the 


ground, but it brought Diahann 
to the attention of showman Lou 
Walters who arranged for her 
to appear on a television show. 


Since then she has become a 


video favorite, appeared in a 
couple of movies, starred in a 
couple of Broadway musicals 
and become one of the top-paid 
warblers on the nation's supper 
club circuit. Her recordings also 
sell well. 


Her father and mother, al- 


though quietly proud of her suc- 
cess, seek no part of the golden 
shower that fame has brought 
her. They prefer to go on inde- 
pendently doing their own jobs, 
as before.

from Monte Kay, a theatrical 
performer, lives in a modest 
midtown apartment with 
her

posal carried unusual weight be- 
cjause he came to the convention 
nipt only to express his own 
views on farm problems but as 
tpe carrier of a message to the 
convention from President John- 
son. 


Long an advocate of strong 


federal farm programs — in- 
cluding mandatory production 
controls — Humphrey disclosed 
that he now has become con- 
vinced that there are better 
ways of meeting problems of 
some farm products than man- 
datory controls. 


The Farm Bureau long has 


been advocating gradual elimi- 
nation of federal controls. In his 
annual message to the conven- 
tion Monday, Bureau President 
Charles B. Sliuman .urged the 
J o h n s o n administration to 
change directions set by the 
late President 
Kennedy and

No Trace of 
Missing Son of 
Frank Sinatra 


STATELINE, Calif. (AP) — 


Posses pushed a two-day hunt 
today in the snowy mountains 
ringing Lake Tahoe for singer 
Frank Sinatra Jr., reported hos- 
tage of kidnapers. 


His famed father kept an 


around-the-clock vigil 65 miles 
northeast in a Reno hotel. A 
spokesman said FBI agents had 
urged him to do it. 


No demand for ransom has 


been reported since the 19-year- 
old Sinatra vanished Sunday 
night from a motel just before 
he was to go on slate at a Lake 
Tahoe night club. 


But John Foss, a band trum- 


pet player, told officers he was 
with Sinatra. Jr. when two gun-' 
men burst into the motel room 
and t h a t 
they 
demanded 


"Where's the money?" before 
gagging Foss and making off 
with the young singer. 


Foss played in the band with 


which young Sinatra was ap- 
pearing. 


There was a brief flurry of 


excitement Monday night when 
FBI agents announced they had 
seized six men and 18 guns 20 
miles west of Lake Tahoe. 


Two of the men were identi- 


fied as Joseph James Sorce, 23, 
of El Cerrito, Calif., and Thom- 
as Patrick Keating, 21, of Riv- 
erside, Calif., wanted for two 
bank robberies which netted 
$13,000. 


After Sinatra Jr. vanished, of- 


ficers had put out an alert, say* 
ing these two men were known 
to be in the area and might pos- 
sibly be connected with the Sin- 
atra case. 


But arresting FBI agents said 


the two and their four alleged 
conspirators, seized in two cars 
on U.S. 50, were held only for 
the bank robberies.

State Department has been run- 
ning the foreign aid program on 
a $2.6-billion annual level in 
case it doesn't get more from 
Congress, it was learned on good 
authority today. 


The current 1964 fiscal year 


started July 1, but Congress still 
has not appropriated funds for 
the program. 


A compromise authorization 


bill, which sets a $3,6-billion 
ceiling, was approved by the 
House Monday and may come 
up for final action in the Senate 
today. The appropriations bill, 
which provides the actual mon- 
ey, is still in Senate and House 
committees. 


In the absence of any appro- 


priation, the foreign aid pro- 
gram has been financed for the 
past six months by resolutions 
of 
Congress 
continuing 
the 


spending at last year's level. 
That level was $3.9-billion. 


However, 
an 
authoritative 


source said, the aid administra- 
tors have been playing it safe 
by spending only at a $2.6 bil- 
lion level. 


If it happens that Congress 


cuts back the program to that 
extent, this ensures a less pain' 
ful adjustment. If they get more, 
they can step up the program 
during the second half of the fis- 
cal year. 


The expectations are that Con- 


gress will appropriate just about 
$3 billion for foreign aid which 
would be $600 million under the 
authorization and a whopping 
$1.5 billion below what the late 
President Kennedy requested. 


The program, never very pop- 


ular in Congress, has run into 
its 
strongest 
opposition this 


year since it began after World 
War II as the Marshall Plan.

ELKTON, Md. (AP) - The 


tragedy of Clipper 214 moved 
today into a mop-up search of 
a cornfield and the opening of 
a misshapen metal box. 


In the field just north of Elk- 


ton still lay scattered pieces of 
wreckage and some of the re- 
mains of 81 persons who per- 
ished Sunday night in the ex- 
plosion and fiery crash of a Pan 
American World Airways jet 
plane. 


In the box was the flight re- 


corder carried by the four-en- 
gine Boeing 707 on its last ride. 


Officials faintly hoped it might 


yield some clue to the cause of 
the disaster, one of the worst 
in the history of civil aviation. 
But they said the recorder, 
about the size of a box camera, 
was so badly battered that its 
story might be lost. 


The recorder—an instrument 


which charts the plane's speed, 
direction, altitude and encoun- 
tered gusts of air—was found 
Monday.

Pittsburgh 
Excited by 
Coming Game

PITTSBURGH 
(AP) - This 


football-mad city is harboring 
mixed emotions this week over 
the fate of its two favorite foot- 
ball teams. 


There's a feeling of joy over 


the Pittsburgh Steelers meeting 
the New York Giants Sunday for 
the National Football League's 
Eastern Division title. 


Yet the city is indignant and

Sam Snead 
Planning to 
Quit Golf

SEEKING, Via. (AP)-Endur- 


ing Sam Snead, who came out 
of the hills of western Virginia 
30 years ago to give profession- 
al golf some of its great and 
colorful moments, is nearing the 
end of his tournament career. 


Sam Snead says so. 
He says at 51 he isn't in as 


good physical shape as he used 
to be. 


He says his short game is be- 


ginning to deteriorate. 


He says he doesn't enjoy tour- 


nament golf any more. 


But don't 
count 
him out. 


Snead will play in his first PGA 
Seniors early next year. And 
look for him when it's tee-off 
time in the National Open, the 
one major championship that 
has escaped him. 
Sitting in the pro shop at Hard- 
er Hall the other day, Snead 
took a look at himself, his game 
and his profession. 


"I've passed through a lot of 


these guys and they keep drop- 
ping off and dropping off," ha 
said with a satisfied grin. He 
ran down the generations of 
champions with whom he has 
matched strokes since turning 
pro in 1934: Picard and Sarazen, 
Hogan and Nelson, Worsham 
and 
Middlecoff, 
Palmer 
and 


Nicklaus. 


"When I was on," he said, "I 


thought I could beat any of 
them. And when I wasn't on, I 
couldn't beat anybody." 


"You know," he said, "I've 


only played in eight or 10 tour- 
naments a year since 19RO. 


"I don't hit them quite as 


long anymore. I've putted badly 
for two years. Your short game 
is the first thing that deterio- 
rates. That's the hardest thing 
to learn and it goes first. 


"I'm not in the physical con- 


dition I used to be," he said. "I 
used to weigh 180 to 182. Now 
I'm at 195. That extra weight 
slows you up a little bit." 


Golf is fine, he said, "But I 


don't 
like 
tournaments 
any 


more. I like to play at the club 
where you play these guys for 
a buck or two a hole." 


Snead blames his erractic 


putting on nerves, 
and 
the 


nerves on the game he plays. 


"Golf has more of a nervous 


range than any other sport," 
he said. "There's more waiting. 
In other sports, like football, 
it's all action. But in golf, the 
mistakes just wait for you to 
make them." 


The waiting hurts, he said. It 


contributes to what he labels the 
golfer's biggest 
enemy, 
inde- 


cision. 


"You look at a shot and you 


say it's a 6-iron, and you're 
probably right," Snead 
said. 


"But then you say, 'Maybe it's 
a 7,' and then the caddy comes 
over and says, 'No, it's an 8,' 
and then you're really in trou- 
ble." 


As outspoken as ever—per- 


haps a little more so—Snead 
doesn't mind expressing opin- 
ions. Such as this one: 


"The 
American 
public 
is 


fickle. One day you're a cham- 
pion and the next day you're a 
bum. They're always looking for 
someone 
to 
knock 
off 
the 


champ. 


"In England and Europe, once 


you're a champion, you're al- 
ways looked on as a champion. 
Bu t here we have a new one 
fvery year. 


"Why people now don't even 


know who Byron Nelson was." 


But perhaps his verbal jabs 


who had publicly ordered Coach 
Michelosen before the season to 
throw out the old Pitt grind-'em- 
put offense and play more excit- 
ing football — or else.
